STRUCK A ROCK. 


A Mitlnl£ltt Horror oil tlitt Waters—LiTes

BREST, France. June 13.—The British 
teamer Drunimond Castle, Captain X 
\V. Pierce, from Capetown for London, 
itrnck :i rock on the coast at mid- 
uglit and sank three minuter 
vith 144 passenger* and 102 officers and 
•row 011 board. Two men were picked 
up flouting on some wreckage by nsher- 
nien off Ushant, near which point the 
steamer \veut down. It is hoped, how- 
ever, that some of the passengers and 
crew escaped 111 the boats. 


When "a dispatch from Ushant an- 


nounced that the Dmmnioiid Castle 
struck a rock while hugging the Frencls- 
coa?t instead of being in collision with 
inothtr steamer, it was conceded that 
thi-rc could be few survivors riix bodies 


e bean washed ashore on the island 


of Usl'.ant. The vessel sank aud disap- 
peared entirely in about three uimutes 
after .striking-. 
Uuly two boats were launched and 


one of these is believed to have been 
capsized. The passengers are thought 
to have been asleep when the vessel 
struck. 
The Castle line officials have issued a 


statement savin? the Drummoud Castle 
struck a rook and was not in collision

In answer to tha following question 


Professor John A. Oraig writes in Tho 
Breeder's Gazette: 


"When my lambs are first taken sick, 


they will stretch out as far as possible, 
become bloated some., and act as if in 
pais ut times. Tha two that are sick are 
twin lambs, but belong to different 
ewes. The ewes are fed oats and bran 
one-half and one-half, what silage they 
will eat tip clean and what oat straw 
they want and a little oat hay once a 
day. 
The lainbs have what oats and 


bran thi-y want to eat 
Tho oats are 


quite smutty. Will that do any harm?" 


1 These lambs, judging from tho symp- 
toms reported, are troubled with con- 
stipation. While it might not bo righ. 
to attribute this trouble to the smutty 
outs, yet I have no doubt but that they 
helped to produce the condition which 
is described. I would omit the' oats 
from the rution, giving the lamba only 
the bran. If oilmeal can bo obtained 
for any sum less than $20 per ton, I 
would advise adding it to tho lambs' 
rations. Instead of the oats and bran, I 
would suggest that our correspondent 
feed a mixture of bran and oilmeol in a 
proportion of two of bran and one of oil- 
meal by weight Ho will find that the 
lambs will be exceedingly fond cf this 
ration, and I am satisfied that it will 
help to keep their bowels in better con- 
dition. 


In any cvout I would withhold tho 


oats, as I do not; think that lambs ut 
that ago can utilize whole oats to good 
advantage, while, on the other hand, 
they will bo found to relish thoroughly 
tho mixture of bran and oiimcal. If tho 
lambs arc to be sold in tho early market, 
I would advise the addition of cornmeal 
to this ration, but if they arc to bo put 
mi the market later or reared as brced- 
ors I vould not suggest tho addition of 
this I;1 the ration.
